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DETAILED ACTION 

Obviousness-type Double Patenting 

1 . Claims 1 1 9- 1 77 are again rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 37-50 of U.S. Patent No.6,245,805. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other 
because the compositions of the present claims appear to encompass the compositions of the 
patent. Specifically, the taxane compositions of the patent comprising a cyclosporin enhancing 
agent and optionally other ingredients anticipate the present broader taxane compositions 
comprising carrier and a co-solubilizer. Applicants' arguments have been considered but are not 
seen convincing of error in the present rejection. 

3. Claims 1 19-177 are again provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims of copending Application 
No. 09/829,846 (still in issue). Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because overlapping subject matter appears to be involved. 
Applicants' arguments have been considered but are not seen convincing of error in the present 
rejection. 

4. This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented.
